Mr. John T. Prewitt, of Louisville, 
died at his home, 124 East Broadway, 
Wednesday. Mr. Prewitt had been 
at his office in the morning and return- 
ed with his wife and child about 12 
o'clock and took a dose of choral, with- 
out tho aid of which, he had been una- 
ble for some time, to procure rest, anil 
lay down on the lounge for a nap.

Uusmpassed ii 
his devotion to his native land, he was 
the most impractical ot her patriot!, 
sons. Francis Deak was as murh Ml 
ru parlor in ststesmanlikc qualities as 
Kossuth was hia in those talents 
which challenge the adrniralii 

Austria agreed to grant Hungary 
L r "iernment Deak was quick to 
the bargain. Kossuth, on the < 
hand, dissatisfied and grumbling, 
much sympathy by uselessly opposing 
the concession. 

Kossuth dreamed or an absolutely 
independent Hungary, nay of a sub- 
jugated Austria. He hated the Haps- 
burgs with an undying and (faqaeaejK 
able hatred and to the last refused to 
be reconciled. 

Twice iu hia lite he thought the 
prize of which he dreamed even in his 
childish days was within his grasp. 
The first time was when a wave of 
revolution was sweeping over Europe. 
In 1848 came the French revolution, 
which was followed by the downfall 
of Meternich on March 13 of that year. 
Kossuth, who was then visiting Vienna 
for the purpose ot delivering an ad- 
dress of the Diet, waa received with 
great popular acclamation. In con- 
junction with Batthyani ho was in 
trusted by Fedinand with tin 
formation of an Independent Hunga 
rian Ministry, and to himself wa 
given the Department of Finance 
he new National assembly met a 
esth in July, but the Vienna Cabinet 
as already intriguing against the re 
forms to which it had reluctantly con 
sen ted. 

The consequence was that Croati 
and Slavonia proclaimed themselves 
independent if Hungary and Jalla- 
ohieh crossed the Drave in support of 
separation.

But as often as any matter 
accumulates underneath, remove the 
cloths very carefully, so as not to 
disturb any new-forming flesh, and 
carefully wash oil the matter with the 
soda liquid, so that it may not be 
absorbed into the blood, then 
immediately apply fresh, clean cloths 
pre\ iously dipped in the soda solution. 
aj|d continue the moistening with it.

Ou September 29 Jellachieh was de- 
feated at Pakoza, near Buds, and re- 
treated to Vienna. The city rose in 
revolt on October 6. Now was Kos- 
suth's opportunity, the chance he had 
longed for . Ou October 24 he joined 
the Hungarian army near Pavendorf 
He heard the roar of the Vienna can- 
non and his heart beat higher. The 
Hungarian forces crossed the Aus- 
trian frontier on the following day, 
and on October 28 pitched their tents 
within a few miles of Vienna. But 
the revolution was then over and 
Hungary was left to fight the battle 
alone, under the military command of 
a committee of defence, of which 
Georgey was the leading military 
spirit. On April 14 the Hungarian 
declaration of independence was pro- 
claimed by the Diet, and the same day 
Kossuth was proclaimed president or 
governor. He wag still less of a sold- 
thau of a statesman. He realized 
fact that he was not born to coin- 
nd armies, and therefore ho quick- 
•esigtied his office iu favor of the 
soldier Georgey. Two days later 
Georgey surrendered to the 
and all was over with Kossuth, who 
sought refuge in Turkey. 
The second time when he thought 
• tory was his waa in 1859, when Na- 
poleon and Victor Emmanuel were 
making preparations tor a war against 
Austria. He was bitterly disappoint- 
ed at the failure of hia plans, which 
was brought about by the peace ot 
Villafranca. The arrangement with 
Austria, which, under the lead of 
Deak, was carried through in 1866, he 
itrongly opposed. He might ou sev- 
eral occasions have been elected to the 
Diet of Pesth, bat he chose to 
u voluntary exile — nothing but the 
iplele independence of his country.

The remains of Mr. James Harvey 
Jones were brought (ram his late 
near Platte City, Mo., to Mt. 
Sterling, on' Sunday morning, and 
given sepulchre in the county of nis 
birth and home of his youth and 
earlier manhood. Many friends came 
to the wife and son their 
heartfeltsympathy iu their sad home 
ing, and to unite with them in the 
last sorrowful rites iu giving back to 
mother earth the form of their loved 
one. James Harvey Jones was brave, 
generous, open hearted and open 
lo s fault. His comrades, 
the surviving ex-Con fed- 
erates, remember how he bore 
•amp and in battle. It was 
by the hands of these same comrades 
that bis body was borne to its last rest- 
ng place, just as he would-havo wish- 
ed, could he have dictated in the mai- 
ler. Though nearly 30 years have 
passed since the hosts that followed 
the Sent hern Cross saw that flag go 
lown in defeat, many a tear coursed 
down Ihe bronzed and wrinkled cheeks 
of those who had Stood shoulder to 
boulder with him In tho times and 
places that, tried men's souls, as they 
saw all that was mortal of James Bs> 
y Jones committed to the grave. 
Mr Jones was 57 years ot age at the 
lime of his death. He married Miss 
Fannie Uagan, daughter of the late 

Itagan, of this county, and 
them was born a daughter, who died 
In infancy and a son who is grown t. 
manhood, and who married a daugb 
ter of Marion Oldham, formerly ot 
is county, now living in Missouri. 
The trouble that led to Mr. Jones' 
death originated over a note that had 
been endorsed by Mr. Jones for a son 
>f Marion Oldham and a partner of 
his (Oldham's) aud about which Mr. 
Jones thought he had reason to be- 
lieve there was some crookedness.

The Immigration Evil. 

The immigration of the past few 
years has added largely to the num- 
bers of unemployed. A million rep- 
resents the number of foreigners — 
Irishmen, Germans, Scandinavians, 
Poles, Russians, Italians and Hungar- 
ians — who immigrated to this country 
in 1892 and 1893. If they had not 
come, a million fewer people would 
have beeu out of work at the present 
time — in other words, ihure would 
have been no mass of starving people 
to be supported by charity in the 
large cities. The people whom the 
generous are now called upon to feed, 
or to set at work on improvements 
w'lich are not immediately necessary, 
are just the foreigners who thrust 
thoraselves Into the country in the 
In id -puce of two years. 

And the worst of the situation is 
that the flood of workers pouring into 
m glutted market continues to flow. 
Steamships are arriving daily at New 
York loaded with raw labor, though 
(17,000 workers are now reported by 
the police consus to be idle in that city. 
We are at our wi's' end to provide 
bread for the paupers we have, and 
yet we are swelling the number of 
hungry mouths instead of increasing 
the supply of bread. How long is 
such absurdity to endure? 

Congress, by a brief enactment, has 
it in it* power largely to cheek the pre- 
vailing business depression by simply 
closing the national door to foreign 
immigration, The mere suggestion of 
such a measure would impart tone to 
the labor market.— Chicago Ledger.

The introduction of an artificial 
humidity into the English spinning 
and weaving mills by the injection 
of steam has not been attended by 
the satisfactory results anticipated. 
In addition to the large cost of such a 
system the failure of the steam to 
humidify in proportion to the vapor 
discharged is an important point 
noted, and as there can be no injec- 
tion at a lower temperature than 300 
degrees condensation takes place, 
causing drip all over the place. But 
the most serious objection brought 
against such a use of steam is the in- 
jurious effect it has on the health of 
the work people, and though nearly 
all humidifiers are so constructed as 
to blow steam through a series of 
large pipes into sheds the effect is 
much the same, and the temperature 
is raised to a very high pitch. 

As in all mills the atmosphere is ex- 
cessively dry, iuipreguuted with dust 
and small particles of cotton, and con- 
sequently injurious to health, the sys- 
tem most urgently advocated by 
mauy is the vaporizing of water, 
which can be warm in winter and 
fold in summer. Diy air causes, of 
course, excessive evaporation from 
the body and affects the breathing 
organs, as the air of the lungs is at 
•s saturated with moisture, con- 

. lently moisture in the air is abso- 
lutely necessary to health. The pleas- 
antes! and healthiest humidity of the 
air is found to be 05 to 75 per cent, 
and therefore when mills contain 
only 35 to 45 per cent it is unheidthy.

Professor Asger Hamerik. the di- 
rector at the Peabody conservatory 
of music and the composer of Norse 
symphonies, lias made the discovery 
that chickenshave a language, which 
he, by careful attention and by ex- 
periments, has partially mastered.

"Chickens are the greatest gossips 
in the world. I know they have a 
language, for when one is aloue it 
will not talk at all. As s»on, how- 
ever, as it meets another the conver- 
sation will begin. Their voices are 
sometimes sweet and then again 
harsh aud discordant, as is the case 
with human beings. I have discov- 
ered that they have very acute senses 
of vision, hearing ami taste, but they 
cannot smell. Their sense of taste is 
excellently developed, and after eat- 
ing anything more than usually pal- 
atable they will give vent to an ex- 
clamation of pleasure, just as a per- 
son will say "Ah," or something of 
that sort, under the same circum- 
stances.
